Two Suffer 
The Threat 
Of Rabies

Mario and Eva Ghilotti are 
trying to learn to live in the 
shadow of death. 
“ I haven’t had a good, solid 
hour of sleep in two weeks,” 
said Mrs. Ghilotti, a slim, viva­ 
cious woman whose tired eyes 
and drawn face tell of the 
ordeal she is going through. 
“ When I first get up in the 
morning, I immediately start 
making plans for the ranch. 
About two minutes later I won­ 
der why I'm planning anything 
at all since I probably won’t be 
around much longer.” 
Hanging over the heads of the 
Nicasio couple is the specter of 
rabies, a dread disease which 
means death once the symp­ 
toms appear, indicating the vi­ 
rus has reached the brain. 
Exposed to the virus on May 
20 when a stallion on their Mar- 
Ghi Arabian Ranch went ber­ 
serk, the Ghilottis, a hired hand 
and a close friend are now 
taking the anti-rabies treatm ent 
which, if started soon enough, 
enables the body to build up an 
im m unity before the virus 
reaches the brain. 
But the experts agree that the 
Ghilottis may have begun the 
treatment too late, because the 
Marin County Health D epart­ 
ment failed to diagnose the 
disease in the brain of the 
stallion until six weeks later, 
twice the generally accepted 
waiting period for treatment. 
Both have definitely been ex­ 
posed. Hours before it went 
mad, the horse bit Mrs. Ghilotti 
in the leg. Shortly before that, 
her husband, who had a deep, 
open gash on his hand, had his 
hands in the anim al’s mouth. 
Now, they say they have been 
told, they must wait as long as 
a year before they can be 
certain the danger is past. 
Waiting, knowing that the fa­ 
tal symptoms could appear at 
any time has taken its toll on 
the family, including the cou­ 
ple's two children, 11-year-old 
Michael and 5-year-old Dante.

“ I think I've aged about 10 
years since wo found out,” the 
45-year-old Mrs. Ghilotti said 
with a wan smile. “Normally, 
I’m a pleasant, happy individu­ 
al. Now, I’ve becom e very 
rude: I don’t feel I have time 
for anyone or anything any­ 
more.”

Suit Filed

Stephen C. Chapter, a former 
telephone installer accused of 
m aking two bomb 
th reats 
against the Pacific Telephone 
Co., has gone on the offensive 
and filed a $110 million lawsuit 
against the telephone company. 


The suit, revealed today as 
the Bay Area’s first voiceprint 
trial got under way in Marin 
Superior Court, was filed F ri­ 
day in San Francisco Superior 
Court. 
Bernie Chiaravalle, president 
of Local 940-1, Communication 
Workers of America, said the 
suit asks for damages from the 
Telephone company, three of its 
employees and 30 unnamed oth­ 
ers. Although not mentioned by 
name in the suit, Chiaravalle 
said Lt. Ernest W. Nash of the 
M ichigan State Police, who 
originally identified Chapter as 
the man who made the threats 
last Feburary, is a defendant. 
The suit charges Chapter has 
been em barrassed by the tele­ 
phone company in the case and 
has been subjected to stress 
and cruelty, said Chairavalk*. 
Today’s proceedings in the 
criminal trial centered on a 
motion by Chapter’s attorney,

Novato School Tax 
Election On July 31 


Faced with uncertainty as to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s willing­ 
ness to help solve their finan­ 
cial problems, Novato Unified 
School District trustees voted 
last night to hold a special 
election July 31, seeking author­ 
ity to increase the tax rate by 
$1.35 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. (Another Novato School 
District story, page 20.) 
The election can be called off 
at the trustees meeting of July 
17, Supt. Jam es G. Bunker re­ 
ported. That is the final day by 
which Governor Reagan must 
either sign or kill Assembly Bill 
1267 which would give the dis­ 
trict an additional $550,000 to 
add to the $628,000 already al­ 
lotted the district in the current 
state budget. These two sums 
would make up for the revenue 
lost to the district with deacti­ 
vation of Hamilton Air Force 
Base, and make the tax rate 
election unnecessary, 
Bunker 
said. 
Bunker said he estimates the 
number of children in the dis­ 
trict this fall will drop from 
11,270 at the end of last school 
year to somewhere around 9,- 
900. 
The tax rate increase is need­ 
ed, Bunker said, because state 
law limits the rate, unless the 
voters authorize more, to the 


am ount necessary to raise 
enough money to equal the pre­ 
vious year’s spending per stu­ 
dent. With a drop in the number 
of students, the operating tax 
rate must drop correspondingly 
from last year’s $-1.66 to $3.70, 
unless the voters agree to in­ 
crease the rate. The total tax 
rate last year was $5.13 per $100 
assessed valuation. 
The Iward then passed a reso­ 
lution to assure the voters that 
if the tax rate increase is ap­ 
proved for one year, the board 
will not use the full amount, 
only enough to keep the operat­ 
ing tax rate at its present level 
of $4.66. Bunker said he did not 
know where bond retirement, 
and other obligations would peg 
the total rate this fiscal year. 
Faced with the possibility 
that the Governor would not 
sign the bill, and that the Nova­ 
to voters would not approve the 
one-year tax rate increase, 
Bunker said, ” 1 do not know 
what we would do then if we 
lost 
lioth possible means of 
additional fianncing ”

Watergate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — John 
N. Mitchell testified today he 
shielded President Nixon from 
the Watergate scandal because 
he feared even worse “ White 
House horrors” would be un­ 
covered to endanger Nixon's re- 
election chances and his second 
term. 
The former attorney general, 
appearing for a second day 
before the Senate Watergate 
Committee, said he was “ not 
about to countenance anything 
to stand in the way” of Nixon’s 
re-election last November 
“ Anything at all?” asked Sen. 
Howard H. Baker. R-Tenn., the 
committee vice chairman. 
“ W ell...,” M itchell replied, 
“ I’m sure that if it had to 
involve treason and other high 
crimes and misdemeanors that 
related to the office (of the 
President), that there would 
have been a very definite 
breaking point.” 
But Mitchell, Nixon’s cam ­ 
paign manager at the time of 
the June 17, 1972, bugging a r­ 
rests at the Democratic nation­ 
al headquarters at the Water­ 
gate, said he was not concerned 
about the W atergate alone 
when he decided not to tell 
Nixon about the involvement of 
high White House aides in the 
plot. 
“ It was not the break-in at 
the Watergate that was the 
concern,” he said. “ It was what 
we’ve referred to as ’the White 
House horrors.’” 
Mitchell said he was sure the 
President, had he known about 
W atergate, would have taken 
action that “ would start to un­ 
ravel” a host of unsavory White 
House activities — including 
the break-in at the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist; 
the forging of cables to impli­ 
cate President Kennedy in the 
1963 assassination of South Viet­ 
nam ese P resident Ngo Dinh 
Diem: and proposals for bur­ 
glaries in the name of national 
security. 
“ To me, these things were a 
great deal more damaging than 
W a te rg a te ,” M itchell sa id . 
“ Watergate was already out. It 
was an issue. The White House 
horror stories were not out.” 
He said he did not go to Nixon 
after his landslide reelection 
victory in November to lay out 
the full story because he as­ 
sumed the impending “ house- 
cleaning” Nixon had in mind 
for his staff would rid the White 
House of the men involved. 
Now, he said, “we are at the 
point where these stories should 
be fully explored and those 
involved should be fully identi­ 
fied and appropriate action 
should be taken.” 
Mitchell said in response to 
B ak er’s questioning that he 
hoped Nixon would respond to 
the committee’s questions when 
all the testimony of witnesses 
was completed. 
“ I think he will,” Mitchell 
said, adding he has not dis­ 
cussed the m atter with the 
President. 
Nixon said last weekend he 
would not appear before the 
committee either voluntarily or 
by subpoena. He also said he 
would not permit the committee 
access to W atergate-related 
presidential papers. The com­ 
mittee plans to meet tomorrow 
to decide whether to subpoena 
the documents. 
Mitchell said he was sure 
Nixon would have taken “ very 
strong action” last summer had 
he known the full scope of the 
scandal —including firing such 
men as White House Counsel 
John W. Dean III, Deputy Cam­ 
paign Director Jeb Stuart Ma- 
gruder and Acting FBI Director 
L. Patrick Gray. 
Mitchell said none was fired, 
even after the election, because

At Orly Airport 


Pilot O f Burning Plane Fails 


In Emergency Landing Efforts 


SAULX - LES-CHARTREUX, France (UPI) — A 
burning Brazilian Varig 707 jetliner with 134 
persons on board crashed into this small village 
today while the pilot fought to make an emergen­ 
cy landing at Orly Airport only three miles away. 
A high French official said at least 121 persons 
were killed. 
The plane dived into a valley 
three miles short of the airport 
runway, missing a major high­ 
way and rows of houses by 
yards, moments after the pilot 
had sent a series of SOS mes­ 
sages to the Orly control tower 
saying the interior of the plane 
was in flames. 
Local farm ers in the lettuce 
fields pulled 13 persons, includ­ 
ing the pilot, out of the flaming 
wreckage. Pierre Lise, Director 
of the Regional Administration 
at 
E vry,

area, 
said,“They were not able to get 
more because of the flames.” 


Asked if this meant people 
died from the fire and not the 
crash, he said: “ Apparently.” 
He said 10 injured persons 
were taken to a hospital at 
Ix>ngjumeau including the pilot, 
the co-pilot and one hostess. 


“Three injured were taken by 
helicopter to the hospital in 
nearby Creteil. Therefore the 
dead are 121 and 13 wrere saved,

vants, who need not be relat 
ed ” 


In an action that must pass to 
the city council for review and 
final approval, the commission 
agreed that it “ shall be unlawr- 
ful for any owner or m anager” 
to allow more than one such 
family to rent or occupy a 
single-family residence. 


Any persons convicted of a 
violation of the regulation, ac­ 
cording to the commission’s 
re c o m m en d a tio n , sh a ll be 
guilty of a misdemeanor pun­ 
ishable by a fine of up to $500, 
or imprisonment of up to six 
months, or both 
C o m m issio n ers, who a p ­ 
proved the measure without de­ 
bate or discussion, endorsed a

Governors Can't Agree 
On Route For Pipeline 


RAPID CITY. S.D. (UPI) - 
Midwestern governors are div­ 
ided over the route to be chosen 
for Alaskan oil to the lower 48 
states—whether to pipe it to 
Alaska’s southern coast for 
shipment in tankers or to use a 
pipeline across Canada. 
Governors attending the 12th 
annual Midwestern Governors 
Conference yesterday voted 
down support of an 11-month 
Senate study of a trans-Canadi- 
un pipeline route from Alaska 
to the Midwest by a 6-5 margin. 
The Senate has not yet decid­ 
ed whether to undertake the 
trans-Canadian route, but the 
study of its feasibility is includ­ 
ed as an amendment in legisla­ 
tion to allow piping of Alaskan 
oil to the rest of the country. 
There have been court rulings 
to the contrary. 
The study proposal is seen in 
the Senate as a move to block 
the already surveyed trans- 
Alaskan route to the West 
Coast. 
Wisconsin Gov. Patrick Lu- 


cey introduced the proposal to 
support the trans-Canadian 
route study. One governor, 
David Hall of Oklahoma, said 
that both pipelines are needed 
to meet the nation's oil require­ 
ments. 
The vote came shortly after 
Govs. William G. Milliken of 
Michigan and John J. Gilligan 
of Ohio departed the confer­ 
ence. Lucev said he had had the 
assurance of both governors’ 
votes and it would have given 
him a 7-6 edge. The 6-5 vote, he 
said, was thus "indecisive.”

Montevideo 
Patrolled; 
Press Ban 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay 
(UPI) — Tanks and troop car­ 
riers patrolled the streets of 
Montevideo today to prevent 
any 
new 
demonstrations 
against President Juan Maria 
Bordaberry’s decision to rule 
Uruguay by decree. 


Bordaberry, who dissolved 
congress last month with the 
support of the military and 
assumed broad powers, named 
four men yesterday to fill cabi­ 
net posts vacated by ministers 
protesting his action. 
Press censorship was en­ 
forced yesterday when the gov­ 
ernment closed three leftist 
newspapers for ten editions, 
each for "misinterpreting the 
government’s orders. 
The armed forces have do 
clared their “ total subordina­ 
tion” 
to 
Bordaberry, who 
agreed last February to all 
military demands made in a 
bloodless rebellion. 
The military used machine 
guns, swords, tear gas, and 
tanks to disperse tens of thou­ 
sands of demonstrators Mon­ 
day. At least 30 persons were 
hurt in the incident, which be­ 
gan with a protest against the 
rule-by-decree decision. 
Despite a ban on a major 
labor union and threats to strik­ 
ing firemen, the effects of a 
general strike were still being 
felt in the capital, mainly in 
banks and factories. Thousands 
of uncashed checks piled up in 
the banks. 
Sen. Wilson Ferreyra Aldun- 
ante, seeking political asylum 
in Buenos Aires, accused the 
Brazilian military regime yes­ 
terday of setting an example 
for the action measures in Uru­ 
guay. 
The National party senator, 
who lost the presidential race in 
1971 to Bordaberry by a small 
margin, said he would return to 
Uruguay to join the under­ 
ground resistance.

Saigon Proposes Secret Talks

PARIS (UPI) - South Viet­ 
nam called on the Viet Cong 
today to open immediate secret 
talks similar to those between 
Henry A. Kissinger and Le Due 
Tho to break the deadlock over 
Vietnam’s political future. 
The Viet Cong had no imme­ 
diate reply but they have per­ 
sistently turned down similar 
suggestions in the past. 


The offer was presented by 
Saigon’s Deputy Premier Ngu­ 
yen Luu Vien at the 16th meet­ 
ing between the two sides 
aimed at setting up a national 
council to organize elections. 
Vien said the secret meetings 
would deal with such basic 
problems as guarantees of dem­

SAIGON (UPI) — A highrank- 
ing American military official 
met today with President Ngu­ 
yen Van Thieu and Premier 
Tran Thien Khiem in talks that 
presumably included next 
month’s U.S. bombing halt in 
Cambodia. 


U.S. Embassy spokesmen 
said Gen. Frederick C. Weyand 
met for 45 minutes with Khiem 
and an hour with Thieu. Wey­ 
and travels to Phnom Penh 
later this week for talks with 
Cambodian officials. 


Wcvand. the last American 
military commander in South 
Vietnam and now commander 
of U.S. Army troops in the 
Pacific, said earlier he might 
make recommendations to new­ 
ly installed Defense Secretary 
James SchJessinger on whether 
the U.S. bombing in Cambodia 
should continue. 


On his arrival in Saigon yes­ 
terday, Weyand said he was 
carrying no White House re­ 
quest for South Vietnam to take 
over the U.S. bombing role in 
Cambodia after Aug. 15, the 
cutoff date imposed by Con­ 
gress. 


“ I am just here to find out 
what the situation is,” Weyand 
told reporters. He was asked by 
Schlessinger to carry out the 
Indochina fact-finding mission. 


A U.S. military source said 
Cambodia planned to continue 
its combat operations "as best 
it can” after Aug. 15 even if 
there is no further outside air 
help. 
The source also said the Unit­ 


ed States has no plans to turn 
over any planes to the tiny 
Cambodian air force—“ other 
than the types they have been 
getting.” 


These planes include C123 
Provider transports and T28 
fighter-bombers. 


In other developments, in­ 
formed sources said “ extreme­ 
ly delicate and critical” nego­ 
tiations are still going in an 
effort to obtain the release of 
two Canadian officers held by 
the Viet Cong since June 27 in 
the rubber plantation area 35 
miles east of Saigon. 


The Saigon government news 
agency said about 36,000 North 
Vietnamese troops are threat­ 
ening Central Highlands provin­ 
cial capitals of Kontum and 
Pleiku. 


The news agency said the 
Communists in Kontum prov­ 
ince are supported by at least 
40 tanks and 50 Soviet-built 
130mm and 122mm cannon. 


elections and withdrawal of 
North Vietnamese troops from 
the South. 


The political talks have been 
going on for months and the 
two sides have only 17 days left 
—under the June 13 commu­ 
nique—to reconcile their differ­ 
ences. 


South Vietnam earlier reject­ 
ed suggestions that Vietnamese 
neutralists should be included 
in the political talks. 


“ These people are so numer­ 
ous and they are living in such 
distant places as the United 
States and Japan that they 
would have to travel all over 
the world to come here and gel 
round the table,” said Deputy 
Premier Nguyen Luu Vien of 
South Vietnam. 


The Viet Cong have been 
holding extensive talks with 
representatives of the various 
neutralist groups seeking seats 
as a third party on a proposed 
National Council of National 
Reconciliation and Concord, 
whose job will be to supervise 
elections. 
Former South Vietnamese 
minister Truong Thanh, now- 
working as a businessman in 
Paris, suggested Tuesday that 
neutralists attend the Saigon- 
Viet Cong meetings as observ­ 
ers. 
During the previous meeting, 
the 15th between the two sides 
since the Jan. 27 Vietnam 
cease-fire accord was signed, 
Hieu said the Saigon adminis­ 
tration was creating “ a very 
tense situation” in Vietnam be­ 
cause of an alleged attack on 
Viet Cong positions.

plan consulting firm, Sedway- 
Cooke, has looked at the plans.

Attorney Douglas P. Fergu­ 
son, representing Interfaith 
Housing Corp., a nonprofit 
group which will build Shelter 
Hill, told the council that the 
success of his moderate-income 
project rests on the success of 
the Shelter Ridge developers. 
His m aster plan cannot be sep­ 
arated from theirs, he said. 


An Enchanted Knolls resi­ 
dent, Beverly Schneir, protest­ 
ed that this argument sounded 
“as though to get that develop­ 
ment you’re being pressured 
into accepting the other part of 
Shelter Ridge.” 


“ We don’t feel pressured by 
Shelter Hill,” answered Ivan S. 
Poutiatine, chairm an of the 
planning commission. “ We set 
up its building as a condition 
for the project originally. It’s a 
vital thing for Mill Valley to 
achieve.” 
Several councilm en argued 
that they felt obligated to re­ 
move the building ban on Shel­ 
ter Ridge because the develop­ 
er was repeating the process of 
gaining approval only because 
of a technicality. 
“ I always felt that use per­ 
m its 
for this developm ent 
would be granted,” said Mayor 
Jean S. Barnard. 
Councilman Edward J. Boes- 
senecker said the city should 
consider the financial problems 
of the developer and the work 
that went into preparing the 
site for development in the faith 
that city approval was valid. 
Approval of the m aster plan 
hinged for a while last night on 
whether the developer would 
accept the condition that ar­ 
rangements had to be made for 
extending Sycam ore Avenue 
across the Mill Valley marsh 
before Shelter Ridge a p a rt­ 
ments could be occupied. 
This new piece of road would 
run from the development to 
Camino Alto to divert Shelter 
Ridge 
drivers 
from 
going 
through Enchanted Knolls on 
their way to Mill Valley. 
Attorney for the developer 
Robert K. Clausen said Securi­ 
ties of America could not put up 
the $200,000 estimated to be the 
cost of the road. 
Council members agreed the 
extension would probably be 
built through money raised by 
an assessment district and by 
gas tax funds. 
Warner Odenthal of Securi­ 
ties of America argued that the 
situation was too vague. He 
asked the council to make it 
clear that his firm would be 
free of responsibility. "We can’t 
have this cloud on the title,” he 
said 
He proposed to put up $25,000 
or to promise to join other 
nearby property owners in an 
assessment district to build the 
road 
But council members dec ided 
that they had to consult with 
city staff on costs involved be­ 
fore agreeing to that proposal. 
They promised to discuss ar­ 
rangements for the road in 
detail at a hearing Aug. 6 on 
the precise plan. 
The council also held a closed 
meeting to discuss salary nego­ 
tiations with city employees. 
The council next meets July 
16.

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Robert L. Moran, to suppress 
the voiceprint evidence which 
links C hapter to the bomb 
threats. Court observers feel 
the trial will determine not only 
Chapter’s fate but also the reli­ 
ability of voiceprint evidence in 
the future. 


As the nonjury trial opened, 
Moran won permission to tape- 
record the testimony of Lieu­ 
tenant Nash, an 18-year veteran 
of the Michigan State Police. 


Waiving the rule banning 
recording of court proceedings, 
Judge E. Warren McGuire said 
he would make an exception 
because of the unuaual nature 
of the case. 


Without the taping, Moran 
argued, the defense’s expert 
witnesses, some of whom can’t 
be present for Nash’s testim o­ 
ny, would not be able to hear it 
and would be unprepared to 
refute it. 


He said the defense is unable 
to afford a daily transcript of 
the proceedings, and McGuire 
agreed to allow the recording if 
Moran gives a copy to Vernon 
F. Smith, the deputy district 
attorney prosecuting the case. 


Nash took the stand today to 
give his qualifications as a 
voiceprint expert and told the 
court he has studied both voice­ 
print techniques and speech sci­ 
ences and qualifies as an expert 
in the former. 
To get a positive identifica­ 
tion by voiceprint, Nash said, 
the expert must find 10 match­ 
ing pairs of sounds from the 
suspect’s voice and the voice in 
doubt A negative identification 
consists of 10 pairs that don’t 
match, and anything in between 
is a “ probable” identification, 
Nash said. 
In proceedings, Chapter was 
ordered to repeat the words of 
the original bomb threats made 
to Pacific Telephone on Feb. 1, 
1972. 
The trial continues tomorrow 
in Superior Court.

The Fairfax School District’s 
two buses will be rolling as 
usual next year, the district 
board declared last night as it 
included bus transportation 
funds in a $1,277,049 publication 
budget for 1973-74. 


The board cut a $21,000 allo­ 
cation for bus transportation 
last May in an economy move, 
but reinstated the money last 
night after learning the district 
had $26,000 in funds left over 
from last fiscal year’s spending 
program, according to Supt.

The Marin County Board of 
Education last night adopted a 
publication budget of $5,063,728, 
for fiscal 1973-74, a figure which 
will require a tax rate of 19.39 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. 
Asst. Supt. Robert E. Spain 
said the amount to be raised by 
the property tax is $1,541,962. 
At the board’s June 26 meeting 
it was anticipated a 20-cent tax 
rate would be required, but a 10 
per cent jump in county as­ 
sessed valuation lowered the 
tax levy. 


Spain said the board set a 
public hearing on the budget for 
Aug. 2 at 8 p.m. in the county 
schools’ office. 
The board approved contrib­ 
uting $500 a semester to the 
College of Marin’s program for 
talented students — an after 
school and weekend “enrich­ 
ment” program for gifted chil­ 
dren which will start this fall, 
with James A. Carroll and Wil­ 
liam L. Sisk dissenting. 
Carroll felt financial support 
was really the college district 
responsibility, said Spain.

WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
— A Sausalito-based yacht has 
reportedly joined several other 
vessels in a protest voyage a 
dozen miles off the South Pacif­ 
ic atoll of Mururoa where the 
French are expected to explode 
a huge nuclear device in the 
next several days. 


The Fri, a former Danish 
ketch, has refused to leave the 
72-mile clearance zone off the 
atoll, according to United Press 
International, despite the fact 
that France has ordered all 
vessels to stay clear of the 
area. 
The protest of the latest in 
the series of nuclear tests 


I-J Special Report 


which began in 1966 also in­ 
cludes a New Zealand Navy 
ship carrying a cabinet minis­ 
ter and a French ship carrying 
World War II hero Brig. Gen. 
Jacques de Boullardiere and 
other French opponents of the 
testing. 


The sail-in to the forbidden 
waters around the test zone is 
part of growing objections, by 
several countries, to the nucle­ 
ar blasting which could begin 
as early as Friday. 
New Zealand and Malaysia 
have already agreed to join 
protests of the French plans at 
the United Nations. 
David Moodie, 30, is the skip­ 


per of the 61-year-old F ri, 
which he and two brothers 
bought in 1971 and refurbished. 
Moodie is one of 13 persons 
reported to be aboard the ves­ 
sel. 


The ship was a familiar sight 
on the Sausalito scene until she 
departed on a two-and-a-half- 
year round the world voyage 
nearly two years ago. She was 
last heard from in May when 
she put in at Pitcairn Island for 
repairs. 


At that time Moodie disclosed 
that the ship was on its way to 
the test zone as part of the 
international protest against 
nuclear testing in the atmos­ 
phere.

let her ramain at home if she 
stayed in bed — which she can’t 
bring herself to do. 
“ Mentally I’m better off here. 
If they put me in a hospital 
room and I was closed in by 
four walls, with nothing to do 
but think, they might as well 
get the straight jacket out.” 
At present, the doctors don’t 
know exactly how long the 
treatments will last — probably 
from 21 to 28 days. But, even 
when they are over, those ex­ 
posed to the rabies will have to 
continue to take booster shots 
since some believe the symp­ 
toms can appear at any time 
within about a year. 
Right now the family is doing 
its best to live as normally as 
possible. 
“ Thank God, we have a lot of 
things to do,” Ghilotti said with 
feeling. “ She has the ranch to 
run and I have my business. I 
don’t know what would happen 
to us if we didn’t have that. The 
only way to survive is to keep 
busy.” 
The contractor, a volatile, 
witty man admits it is very 
difficult to put the frightening 
subject out of his mind, but is 
convinced that is exactly what 
he must do. 
“ If I have a year to live, why 
ruin that year? Thinking and 
worrying about what could hap­ 
pen cheats you, because you 
can’t enjoy every day, every 
hour, every minute you have.” 
The Ghilottis’ nightmare be­ 
gan in the early evening hours 
of a very ordinary day — May 
20 — when they noticed that Co­ 
pilot, a valuable stallion, was 
trying hard to eat, but unable to 
swallow. 
They spent about 30 minutes 
with their hands in his mouth, 
trying to discover if he had a 
twig lodged in his throat, but 
found nothing. 
When the veterinarian ar­ 
rived about 7 p.m. and began to 
examine Co-Pilot, the horse 
lunged at him. “ I jumped be­ 
tween him and the vet and he 
bit me on the leg,” Mrs. Ghilot­ 
ti recalls. 
Within a couple of hours, the 
13-year old Polish Arabian stal­ 
lion showed all the classic ra­ 
bies symptoms. 
“ First he had stiff legs and 
wobbly gait, then he went cra­ 
zy, attacking the buildings, 
throwing himself against the 
walls,” she said. 
The animal was destroyed, 
and the veterinarian promptly 
sent its head to the state’s 
poultry and livestock lab in 
Petaluma which then forward­ 
ed brain samples to the county 
health department for rabies 
testing. 
After the county reported that 
its test was negative, the Ghil- 
ottis and others who had come 
in contact with Co-Pilot decided 
against undergoing treatment. 
The two were still worried, 
however, and pestered their ve 
terinanans daily in an effort to

find out what had killed their 
horse. Mrs. Ghilotti even took a 
bag of leaves from the stallion’s 
paddock to the Farm Bureau 
for analysis, thinking the ani­ 
mal might have been poisoned. 


Repeated calls to the local 
health department proved fruit 
less in finding out what was 
being done to determine the 
cause of death. “ They wouldn’t 
even give me the time of day,” 
Mrs. Ghilotti said. “ They told 
me to contact my own doctor or 
veterinarian.” 


The days ticked by and final­ 
ly more than five weeks had 
passed and the mystery was 
still unsolved. 
On June 27, the Ghilottis re­ 
ceived a call from the Frank 
Rust ranch in Willits where one 
of the Mar-Ghi brood mares, 
Manahka, had been taken for 
breeding several days earlier. 
The horse was very ill and it 
looked like rabies, Rust and his 
wife reported. 
By the time the Ghilottis 
managed to get to Willits (Chil- 
otti’s mother had died that 
week) on Friday, Manahka was 
dying and almost unrecogniza­ 
ble. 
“ She had mutilated almost 
her entire body by chewing on 
herself and throwing herself 
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around. Her chest was hanging 
open and her head was all 
swollen.” 
The Rusts had worked day 
and night to keep the animal 
alive until the Ghilottis could 
get there, so they would be able 
to determine if the mare’s 
symptoms were the same as 
Co- Pilot’s. They were. 
Wasting no time and hoping 
against hope, Mrs. Ghilotti and 
a friend obtained the horse’s 
brain from Mendocino county 
officials and rushed the speci­ 
men to the State Health Depart­ 
ment in Berkeley for analysis. 
“ We drove like hell, all the 
way from Willits. I was numb, 
wondering what my chances 


were and how many other peo­ 
ple had been exposed. It was 
like getting into a nightmare 
and trying to wake up,” she 
said. 
They waited anxiously while 
the tests were run and at 10:45 
on June 29, they had their 
answer: Manahka had been 
rabid. 
Mrs Ghilotti will never forget 
that moment: “ I just passed 
out, right there on the floor, 
when they told me.” 
The next day they learned Co- 
Pilots brain had been retested 
by the county and that he, too 
had been rabid.

Either that, he said, or over­ 
time would have to be paid 
starting now and would run to 
‘thousands of dollars of extra 
expense 
The vacant positions are 
those of Lt. Newall D. Snyder, 
Sgt. Edward McKamey and 
Deputy Charles Pinkerton. Sny­ 
der and Pinkerton were as­ 
signed to the jail and McKamey 
to the Kentfield substation. 
Chairman Arnold M. Bap­ 
tiste, angered by the request, 
said the sheriff had promised 
last month that the three va­ 
cant positions would be used to 
absorb deputies at the honor 
farm who will be replaced by 
‘‘correctional officers” in Janu­ 
ary. 
“ You’re trying to put us in a

borrow foreign currencies for 
use to buy dollars, was agreed 
at the weekend meeting of cen­ 
tral bankers in Basel, Switzer­ 
land. 
Dealers and bankers were at 
odds as to whether government 
banks actually have stepped 
into the markets or whether 
they were keeping intervention 
in reserve. 
“ The central banks did inter­ 
vene on the market yesterday 
to help save the dollar,” said a 
bank official in Paris. Dealers 
elsewhere said there was no 
firm evidence of this. 
“ So far we have seen no 
evidence in Frankfurt that any 
central bank has intervened,” 
said one banker at a large 
American bank in Germany. 
“ But it’s the guessing that they 
might that seems to count.” 
The “ guessing,” and the 
knowledge of that $8.25 billion 
in reserve, pushed the dollar 
sharply upward at the opening 
of markets today. But by mid­ 
day there was a pause in the 
cli-mb, and dollar quotations 
slipped fractionally down in 
Paris —to about 4.15 francs — 
and Brussels —to 37.075 Belgian 
irancs. 
The United States believes 
the dollar is undervalued on 
world markets and will eventu­ 
ally return to its proper value. 
In the meantime it has been 
reluctant to dip into its $13 
billion reserves, of which $10.5 
billion is Fort Knox gold. 
Another factor helping the 
dollar was a suggestion by 
former Deputy Treasury Secre­ 
tary Charles E. Walker that the 
United States sell $1 billion in 
gold to help depress the price of 
gold on world markets. Tradi­ 
tionally gold prices soar as 
dollars drop. 
China today changed its mind 
about yesterday’s revaluation 
of the Renminbi and readjusted 
the currency almost to its pre­ 
vious level. 
The Bank of China dropped 
its official exchange rate today 
to 37.95 renminbi (formerly 
called the Yuan) per 100 Hong 
Kong dollars. The move deval­ 
ued the Renminbi by 4.84 per 
cent and restored it almost to 
the level it was before yester­ 
day’s 5.23 per cent revaluation. 


Spectacular 
Pier Blaze 
In Tiburon 


Firemen on land and water 
battled a fire that broke out on 
the old Northwestern Pacific 
Railroad pier in Tiburon last 
night, but flames charred about 
one third of the rotting struc­ 
ture before they could be 
doused. 


Flames, black smoke and 
sparks filled the sky above the 
pier in the 1900 block of Para­ 
dise Drive when firemen ar­ 
rived after the 9:18 p.m. alarm. 
Five Coast Guard cutters and 
one San Francisco fireboat 
played water on flames that 
broke out on the end of the pier, 
abandoned by the railroad in 
1967. 
Tiburon firemen had a diffi­ 
cult time reaching the blaze, 
but ventured about half way 
onto the pier where they shot a 
stream of water pumped from 
the bay. Landblocked fire fight­ 
ers also stood guard lest sparks 
ignite dry hillsides or nearby 
buildings, but the fire did not 
spread. 
The Tiburbn Fire Department 
sent three engines and a small­ 
er truck to the scene. About 32 
men manned the six fireboats 
that fought the blaze from the 
water. The fire was put out 
about an hour after firemen 
arrived 
Fire officials said that the 
blaze may have been started by 
a cigarette discarded by a fish­ 
erman. 
The pier had been declared 
off limits by the railroad after 
it was abandoned, but fisher­ 
man have been known to sneak 
onto the creaking structure that 
at one time was a center of 
Tiburon commerce, where rail­ 
road cars loaded barges that 
carried cargo to San Francisco 
and the East Bay. 
The dollar amount damage to 
the pier was undetermined to­ 
day, fire officials reported.

Although hospital authorities 
declined to reveal the cause of 
death, Ryan had a history of 
cancer problems and had un­ 
dergone an operation for the 
affliction last year. 
His cancer difficulties first 
surfaced in 1970 when he com­ 
plained of fatigue. Hospitaliza­ 
tion revealed inoperable cancer 
of the lymph glands and the 
actor underwent four months of 
cobalt treatment before return­ 
ing to work. 
Speaking of his illness, Ryan 
said “ at first it’s a shock; then 
you become reconciled. I am 
much more tolerant now that I 
know I’m on borrowed time. I 
see trees and flowers and pret­ 
ty girls. I see beauty that I used 
to be oblivious to. Actually life 
is much better enjoying it day 
to day.” 


Ryan was born on Nov. 11, 
1913. the son of an immigrant 
Irish contractor and English 
mother. He was educated at 
Loyola Academy in Chicago 
and at Dartmouth College 
where he excelled in athletics 
as well as academic achieve­ 
ment. 
He graduated in 1932 with a 
bachelor’s degree but this was 
in the midst of the depression

It’s so simple and easy 
to do on an electric rotisserie or 
a garden grill with rotary spit. 
Once the bird is balanced and 
anchored, there’s little to do as 
it 
cooks 
except 
to 
brush 
it 
occasionally with oil to keep the 
skin from cracking. 
But there is, of course, work 
to be done before you start that 
turkey to revolving on the spit 
It begins with buying a fresh 
or frozen turkey the right size. 
In markets you'll find that they 
come in varying sizes from six 
pounds up. For rotisserie roast­ 
ing an eight to 12-pound bird is 
a good size for it will cook in 
three to four hours and will 
satisfy eight turkey lovers with, 
hopefully, some leftovers. 
If you buy a frozen turkey 
make things easy for yourself. 


Buy it two or three days ahead 
and let it thaw slowly in its 
casing on a tray in the refriger­ 
ator.

Once the turkey is thawed, 
remove the plastic casing, take 
out the packet of giblets from 
its interior, then wipe dry in­ 
side and out with paper towels.

faked shuttered windows either 
side of it by putting up mirror 
panels and stenciling on yhiie 
open shutters.” 
She calls such tricks “artful 
illusion.”

In a closet-less room for a 
little girt, unfinished plywood 
planks were hammered into a 
wall arrangement to provide 
open storage shelves and hang­ 
ing space.

an old house, that it is possible 
to restore and renew rooms 
without making major structur­ 
al changes. Furnishings she 
chose came from auctions, 
Sherwin-Williams stores, the 
old barn out back, dime stores, 
and other retail outlets. 
The exterior and 13 rooms of 
the house have been recycled 
for today’s living by means of 
$5,000 worth of paint, plywood, 
wallcoverings, carpeting, self- 
adhesive vinyls, and the like. 
W ashable, strip p ab le vinyl 
wallcovering was used often, 
because it was cheaper to cover 
up cracked walls than to do a 
costly replastering job. 


BACKGROUNDS ARE, after 
all. what set the mood of a 
house, Miss Gibson maintains, 
and the kind of change that 
delights and stim ulates can 
emerge most quickly from a 
paint bucket or a roll of metal­ 
lic wallcovering in an exciting 
pattern. 
She also loves the fresh out- 
door-garden effects gained by 
the use of woven cane, bamboo, 
and flower clusters on the 
walls. More often than not she 
gives the ceiling of a room the 
most dazzling wallpaper pat­ 
tern of all! Some enormously 
high ceilings, like the one in 
father’s downstairs study, get 
pulled visually dow nw ards 
through use of a dark brown 
paint. 
But to begin at the beginning, 
a front entrance hall needs 
what? Warmth, welcome, and 
brightness. It is produced with 
a metallic geometric wallcover­ 
ing that reflects light, a wall 
arrangement of round, convex 
mirrors that reflect still more 
light, gray shag wall-to-wall 
carpet, light gray trim for 
woodwork and door panels. A 
dark Oxford gray is used on the 
celling to lower it visually and 
to create more intimacy. 
I liked the adhesive-backed, 
12-inch squares of mirror that 
pave the wall above the fire­ 
place 
The white stenciling 
(hand done with a sponge) on 
them is unusual and handsome. 
The 
wall of living-room 
shelves that go from floor to 
ceiling is made of ready to- 
assemble, 12 inch wood turn­ 
ings. It looks built-in but can be 
installed in a few hours. 
A new self adhesive vinyl that 
simulates shiny chrome is used 
on a round coffee table in the 
living room It also wraps the 


two homemade Parsons tables 
that support three llFfoot-long 
planks that were once part of 
an old grocery-store counter 
and are now the dining room 
table. 


THE STAGGERED hanging 
planters that drip greenery in 
the bay windows of the living 
room are really stainless steel 
bowls hung from the ceiling 
with chains. 
In the kitchen, where the 
ceiling light fixture is a harness 
hitch whiffletree, four shiny co­ 
landers from the dime store are 
used as shades for the giant 
clear bulbs. The kitchen table 
and chairs were purchased, un­ 
finished. for $50 and enameled 
wine red. The table top has an 
added flourish — a supergraph­ 
ic sunflower painted on it free­ 
hand 
“ In the master bedroom,” 
says Miss Gibson, “we wallpa­ 
pered the ceiling with a bamboo 
trellis design, but painted the 
walls in a plain gray-rose. Since 
we couldn’t afford a real brass 
bed, we painted an ornate brass 
headboard right onto the wall, 
trompe I’oeil style, and even

Young Designers 
Are A New Breed

NEW YORK, N Y. - “We try 
to do nice, pure design we're 
proud of,” says Clovis Ruffin, 
whose clothes for the Kreisler 
Group retail from $30 to $80 and

He is one example of the new 
breed of young ready-to-wear 
designers, who are proof that 
the stock characters once asso­ 
ciated with Seventh Avenue are 
disappearing. 
The cliche plot line followed a 
formula: The hero, an aspiring 
young designer with ideas and 
ideals, met a crass, commer­ 
cial manufacturer who proceed­ 
ed to exploit him and force him 
to make clothes that he could 
peddle for a quick profit. 
The new breed of designers 
has kept a firm grasp on its 
standards and is not prepared 
to compromise.

finding backers who have a 
higher degree of sophistication 
and who put greater value on 
creative ability than did old- 
time financiers. 
“At the helm of the Kreisler 
Group, the company for which 
Clovis Ruffin does “ Ruffin- 
wear,” and for which another 
bright Young Turk designer, 
Jonathan Hitchcock, does a 
contemporary junior line called 
“ Hitch, Ltd.,” is 30-year-old 
Stuart Kreisler. He describes 
himself as “a Seventh Avenue 
brat" (his father worked in 
various capacities on the mar­ 
ket.) 


KREISLER is sold on the 
talents of both his young de­ 
signers and does not believe in 
interfering with them. The com­ 
bination at the Kreisler Group 
must be welting well. Although 
the firm is only two years old, 
it already has an impressive 
sales record 
“Today, instead of the coutu­ 
rier sending fashion messages 
down from the top says Kreis­ 
ler, “it’s the younger, lower- 
price designers who shoot 
trends up from the bottom. We 
just hit the right thing at the 
right time.” 
In personality, background, 
and style, the three designers 
are individualistic. But they all 
accept that they are in business 
and have to make money. They 
also share a common respect 
for production machinery. Two 
of them incorporate the Merrow 
machine, which makes various 
finishing stitches, into their 
work 
Ruffin used the “union spe­ 
cial” stitch — so named be­ 
cause it was used to sew togeth­ 
er old-fashioned men's long 
underwear, or union suits — on 
a dress by that name in his fall 
collection. Another successful 
number in this line using the 
same stitch has been his 
“sweatshirt dress.” 
Nearly all of Hitchcock’s jer­ 
seys are seamed decoratively 
with Merrow machine stitching. 
“ It's not designing something in 
your head, and then having it 
made,” he said. “ I work around 
the function of the machinery 
and the fabric — which is 
always jersey — and how it 
works on the body. We make 
the clothes the way we do 
because it's functional, but we 
integrate the machine ” 
Another article of faith with 
the new breed is “know your 
customer.” Ruffin, whose idol 
is Coco Chanel, studies his cus­ 
tomer daily. 


EVERY MORNING he tucks 
Ajax, his taffy-colored Brussels 
griffon, into an embroidered 
shopping bag from Pakistan. 
They ride the subway together 
to work. Ajax is trained not to 
bark at inconvenient moments. 
"I purposely take the subway 
to see what those girls are 
wearing,” says Mr. Ruffin. “I 
realize there's a woman who 
wants to spend $300 for a dress 
and maybe when I’m 50 I’ll do 
that kind of dress. But you have 
to commit yourself somewhere. 
I look at those girls and say,

Stuart Kreisler. He describes 
himself as “ a Seventh Avenue 
brat” (his father worked in 
various capacities on the m ar­ 
ket.)

North Marin Water 
Tax Rate Trimmed 


The North Marin County Wa­ 
ter District board cut 1 cent off 
the tax rate and reviewed the 
capital improvements and per­ 
sonnel budgets.

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BART Talks Resume 
Tomorrow; Hope Dim 


OAKLAND (U P !) - Negotia­ 
tions aimed at ending the 10- 
day 
strike 
by two unions 
agqinst the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit District will resume to­ 
morrow, after a two-day lapse. 
When they were broken off 
Monday, spokesmen for both 
sides said they were “ miles 
apart” in efforts to reach a 
labor contract agreement and 
resume service for 35.000 daily 
commuters 
BART's directors met behind 
closed doors y esterday and 
heard pessimistic reports on 
the status of negotiations. 
Following that session, board 
chairman William Chester said 


the board had reaffirmed its 
position that its negotiating 
committee was in full charge of 
the system’s side of the dispute. 
Some union leaders had com­ 
plained that the negotiating 
committee lacked authority to 
make basic decisions. 
Chester said the full board 
would not meet again on labor 
relations until its committee 
has some progress to report. 
A major issue in the walkout 
by the United Public Employes 
Union and the Amalgamated 
Transit Union is a demand for 
pay parity with employes who 
cam e to BART 
Since such employes were 


paid the rate they had been 
getting from the other systems, 
some were earning as much as 
$2 an hour more than employes 
who started with BART. 
BART has offered pay boosts 
of 7 per cent each for the next 
three years to 900 maintenance 
workers and 300 train and sta­ 
tion employes. It has offered 5 
per cent txwsts for each of the 
next three years to clerical and 
junior administrative employes. 
As a means of achieving pay 
parity, it suggested withholding 
the boosts from those above 
scale until the general scale 
rose to their level. 
Paul Varacalli, speaking for 
the unions, held however that 
“existing disparities would still 
remain at the end of the pro­ 
posed contract” because other 
systems would be increasing 
their wages during the three 
years.

BART’s directors met behind 
closed doors y e ste rd a y and 
heard pessim istic reports on 
the status of negotiations. 


Following that session, board 
chairm an William C hester said 


the board had reaffirm ed its 
position th at its n eg o tiatin g 
com m ittee was in full charge of 
the system ’s side of the dispute. 
Some union leaders had com ­ 
p lain ed th at the n eg o tiatin g 
com m ittee lacked authority to 
m ake basic decisions. 
C hester said the full board 
would not meet again on labor 
relations 
until its com m ittee 
has some progress to report. 


A m ajor issue in the walkout 
by the United Public Employes 
Union and the A m algam ated 
T ransit Union is a dem and for 
pay parity with employes who 
cam e to BART 
Since such employes were 


paid the rate they had been 
getting from the other system s, 
some w ere earning as m uch as 
$2 an hour m ore than em ployes 
who started with BART. 
BART has offered pay boosts 
of 7 per cent each for the next 
three years to 900 m aintenance 
w orkers and 300 train and sta­ 
tion employes. It has offered 5 
per cent boosts for each of the 
next three years to clerical and 
junior adm inistrative em ployes. 


As a m eans of achieving pay 
parity, it suggested withholding 
the boosts from those above 
scale until the general scale 
rose to their level. 


Paul V aracalli, speaking for 
the unions, held however that 
“ existing disparities would still 
rem ain at the end of the pro­ 
posed contract” because other 
system s would be increasing 
their wages during the three 
years.

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The San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil last night gave raises rang­ 
ing from 2 per cent to lf> per 
cent to every full-time city em ­ 
ployee at an annual cost of 
about $80,000. 
The pay hikes varied because 
they were “ individually negoti­ 
ated,” according to City Admin- 
istrator-C ontroller Alfred C. 
Kaeppel, but everyone except 
the firemen received at least 5 
per cent “ because that was the 
cost of living.” 
Firemen settled for a 2.5 per 
cent raise because they wiO 
switch from a 63-hour week to a 
'»6-hour week in January, Kaep­ 
pel said. 
In contrast to the highest 
salary for a fireman, which 
rose from $1,002 a month to 
$1,027, a comparable police offi­ 
cer was hiked 10 per cent from 
51,102 to $1,115. 
The council approved the 
raises 1-0, without discussion, 
after a 15-minute closed meet­ 
ing with its salary negotiators, 
Kaeppel and City Atty. Hadden 
W. Roth. 


Kaeppel was raised $135 a 
month to $1,920, a jump of 7.5 
per cent, but other department 
heads received even more. At 
the highest pay level for the 
position, the parks and recrea­ 
tion director received a 16 per 
cent raise, the librarian 14 per 
cent, the police chief 12 per 
cent, the public works director 
11 per cent and fire chief 8 per 
cent.

and have continued to refuse to 
do more than enough mainte­ 
nance to keep it passable.

“ I think really it is time to do 
something,” he said. He recom­ 
mended accepting the street if 
adjoining landowners agree to 
finance paving, curbs and gut­ 
ters.

In contrast to Kaeppel's plan, 
Capptirro suggested a second 
story be added to the existing 
fire station.

Emotional Day 
For Tommy Hart 


Strip the armor from the warrior and he stands 
there, humble, head bowed, tears in his eyes. The 
warrior in this case was Tommy Hart, defensive 
end for the San Francisco 49ers. 
Tommy had just received the Len Eshmont 
Memorial Award, highlight of yesterday’s 49er 
annual Kickoff Luncheon at the Fairmont Hotel. It 
was Tommy’s choice of who was to present him 
with the award, and he had picked his high school 
coach from Ballard-Hudson High in Macon, Ga., 
Bob Slocum. 


BARELY SPEAKING above a whisper, Hart 
tried to thank all his teammates for voting him 
the honor — the award is based on desire and 
inspiration. He thanked his old coach, the new 
coaches. He tried to say how honored he was. But 
trying to get the words out was very difficult for 
this huge man. One need not ask. It was the 
biggest 
moment 
of his 
life. 
Looking at the 
audience through tears in his eyes, he simply said, 
“ Thank you.’’ and made his way back to his chair 
at the head table amid a standing ovation. 
Slocum, now athletic director of Bibb Technical 
High School in Macon, told a story about Hart’s 
high school days at Ballard-Hudson, but the story 
involved baseball, not football. Playing on the 
same team as Hart was Jim (Blue Moon) Odom, 
A's pitcher. 


DURING ONE particular game, Odom was on 
second base and the team was trailing by a run. 
Up came Hart who had struck out twice this day 
and Slocum went up to Hart and told him not to 
swing on the first pitch because Odom was going 
to steal third, then he would be able to score on a 
fly ball. Instead, Hart swung at the first pitch and 
hit a line drive against the fence. 
But Hart didn’t stop at second. Said Slocum: 
“ He came sliding into third base and knocked the 
third baseman down. Safe. He got up and broke 
for home. He slid, and knocked the catcher down, 
scoring the winning run. He helped the catcher up 
and said, ‘Scuse me.’ Then he went over to the 
third baseman and said, ‘Scuse me.’ ” 
Prior to the presentation of the award, a $1,000 
watch, 49er president Lou Spadia talked a little 
about Eshmont who played with the 49ers in 1940 
through 
'48 and later coached at the Naval 
Academy and University of Virginia. He died in 
1957. 


THEN HE READ from an early scouting report 
on Hart, then a 19-year-old, 206-pound player at 
Morris Brown College in Atlanta, Ga. Said the 
report: “ Very coachable; has great leadership in 
his own way; a great trainer; thinks more of the 
team than himself; will be great on defense; he's 
always near the ball.” 
He was the 49ers No. 10 draft choice in 1968 and 
proved to be one of the biggest finds of the team. 
Now at 248 pounds he is one of the best defensive 
ends in the National Football League. Eventually, 
when the selectors finally open their eyes wider, 
he will be named to the all-pro teams. 
But Charlie Krueger, 49er defensive tackle and 
himself an Eshmont winner (1964), helped explain 
what the Eshmont award was all about. Said 
Charlie, a 15-year veteran of the NFL; “ Winning 
the Eshmont award was the most moving thing to 
happen to me in pro football. It’s not like being 
named to an all-star team. It's much more.’’ 


FORTY-NINER HEAD coach Dick Nolan was 
called upon to talk a little about last year and a 
little about this year. Although winning the NFC’s 
Western Division last year, Nolan admitted to the 
team ’s weaknesses in the running game and the 
kicking game, two things he said they will be 
working very strongly on when training camp 
opens Friday. 
He talked about the “ much tougher schedule 
than in the past’’ that faces the Niners, starting 
with Miami in the league opener Sept. 16. Then he 
added a line that was sure to draw a round of 
applause, which it did. “ And this will be the 
toughest opener Miami has ever had.’’

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Emotional Day 
For Tommy Hart 


Strip the armor from the warrior and he stands 
there, humble, head bowed, tears in his eyes. The 
warrior in this case was Tommy Hart, defensive 
end for the San Francisco 49ers. 
Tommy had just received the Len Eshmont 
Memorial Award, highlight of yesterday’s 49er 
annual Kickoff Luncheon at the Fairmont Hotel. It 
was Tommy’s choice of who was to present him 
with the award, and he had picked his high school 
coach from Ballard-Hudson High in Macon, Ga., 
Bob Slocum. 


BARELY SPEAKING above a whisper, Hart 
tried to thank all his teammates for voting him 
the honor — the award is based on desire and 
inspiration. He thanked his old coach, the new 
coaches. He tried to say how honored he was. But 
trying to get the words out was very difficult for 
this huge man. One need not ask. It was the 
biggest 
moment 
of 
his 
life. 
Looking at the 
audience through tears in his eyes, he simply said, 
“Thank you.’’ and made his way back to his chair 
at the head table amid a standing ovation. 
Slocum, now athletic director of Bibb Technical 
High School in Macon, told a story about Hart’s 
high school days at Ballard-Hudson, but the story 
involved baseball, not football. Playing on the 
same team as Hart was Jim (Blue Moon) Odom, 
A’s pitcher. 


DURING ONE particular game, Odom was on 
second base and the team was trailing by a run. 
Up came Hart who had struck out twice this day 
and Slocum went up to Hart and told him not to 
swing on the first pitch because Odom was going 
to steal third, then he would be able to score on a 
fly ball. Instead, Hart swung at the first pitch and 
hit a line drive against the fence. 
But Hart didn’t stop at second. Said Slocum: 
“ He came sliding into third base and knocked the 
third baseman down. Safe. He got up and broke 
for home. He slid, and knocked the catcher down, 
scoring the winning run. He helped the catcher up 
and said, ‘Scuse m e.’ Then he went over to the 
third baseman and said, ‘Scuse m e.’ ’’ 
Prior to the presentation of the award, a $1,000 
watch, 49er president Lou Spadia talked a little 
about Eshmont who played with the 49ers in 1948 
through 
’48 and later coached at the Naval 
Academy and University of Virginia. He died in 
1957. 


THEN HE READ from an early scouting report 
on Hart, then a 19-year-old, 206-pound player at 
Morris Brown College in Atlanta, Ga. Said the 
report: "Very coachable; has great leadership in 
his own way; a great trainer; thinks more of the 
team than himself; will be great on defense; he’s 
always near the ball.” 
He was the 49ers No. 10 draft choice in 1968 and 
proved to be one of the biggest finds of the team. 
Now at 248 pounds he is one of the best defensive 
ends in the National Football League. Eventually, 
when the selectors finally open their eyes wider, 
he will be named to the all-pro teams. 
But Charlie Krueger, 49er defensive tackle and 
himself an Eshmont winner (1964), helped explain 
what the Eshmont award was all about. Said 
Charlie, a 15-year veteran of the NFL: "Winning 
the Eshmont award was the most moving thing to 
happen to me in pro football. It’s not like being 
named to an all-star team. It’s much more.” 


FORTY-NINER HEAD coach Dick Nolan was 
called upon to talk a little about last year and a 
little about this year. Although winning the NFC’s 
Western Division last year, Nolan admitted to the 
team ’s weaknesses in the running game and the 
kicking game, two things he said they will be 
working very strongly on when training camp 
opens Friday. 
He talked about the "much tougher schedule 
than in the past” that faces the Niners, starting 
with Miami in the league opener Sept. 16. Then he 
added a line that was sure to draw a round of 
applause, which it did. “And this will be the 
toughest opener Miami has ever had.”

He holed in one. 
Sarazen, now 71, came to 
Troon in 1923 as the U.S. Open 
champion and left humiliated 
after failing to qualify in the 
days when nobody was exempt. 
He never came back until this 
week when he tackled the 102nd 
British Open “for fun.” 


At the eighth hole — a 126 
yard par 3 known as the pos­ 
tage stamp because of its tiny 
green, 
his 
tee 
shot 
went 
straight in. 
An hour earlier British ama­ 
teur David Russell had an ace 


at the same hole—the first time 
since the British Open began in 
1860 that two players have 
holed in one on the same round, 
officials said. 


Defending two-time champion 
Lee Trevino fell victim to 
Troon’s killer 13th with a dou­ 
ble bogey which dragged him 
down to a three-over-par 75. 


“If that wind doesn’t drop, I 
have absolutely no chance of 
keeping the cham pionship,” 
said Trevino. “I can’t use my 
low shot in the wind on the back 
nine.” 
The homeward stretch sorted 
the men from the pros. Briton 
Peter Wilcock, who was three- 
under with 33 after nine holes, 
cracked in the wind which got 
stronger and stronger during 


the day, to card a 38 on the way 
home for a one-under 71 which 
put him in second place in the 
early running. 
Arnold Palmer, Chi Chi Rod­ 
riguez and Australia’s Bruce' 
Devlin were tied with par 
rounds of 72. 
Nicklaus picked up a bogey 
on the third but charged back 
with a birdie on the next hole 
and then eagled the sixth —at 
577-yards the longest hole in 
British championship play—and 
birdied the seventh to turn at 
33. 
Yancey hit trouble at the 11th 
when he hooked left into the 
thick gorse bushes and had to 
draw a one-stroke penalty. He 
then overhit the green, chipped 
short and two-putted for a dou­ 
ble-bogey seven. 


Nicklaus closed with a birdie 
three at the 12th and two at the 
14th, dropped a shot at the 15th 
but then holed an amazing shot 
from the bunker in front of the 
16th to draw level. 


“This wind will really spread 
the field,” said Yancey. “It’s 
an easy front nine but an ex­ 
tremely difficult back nine 
I 
thought Jack played in excep­ 
tionally.” 


Nicklaus called his 69 “a 
pretty good score.” 
“I played very well going out 
and I played some good holes 
coming back but that back nine 
is tough. Just tried to get home 
intact,” said the Columbus, 
Ohio, star. 
Britain's David Russell had a 
hole in one at the “postage 


stam p” 126-yard eighth, ft 
didn’t do him much good, how 
ever, because he also had two 
bogeys and made the turn in an 
even-par 36. 


Scottish 
Ryder Cup player 
Bernard Gallacher was another 
victim to the back nine, picking 
up four bogeys to turn his front 
33 into a 73. 


Dave Hill of Evergreen. 
Colo., picked up four bogeys on 
the back nine to wind up with 75 
while Australian Peter Thomp­ 
son, last man to win the Open 
three straight years in 1954-56 
struggled in with 76. 
Players from 18 countries 
were among the 153 who began 
the 102nd Open on the 7,06-1 
yard seaside course on Scot­ 
land’s West coast.

The Thunderstorm 
Danger In Boating 


You won’t get much of an argument from 
anybody that weather plays a very big part in the 
enjoyment of boating. But something more impor­ 
tant is that weather is one of the major considera­ 
tions in the safety of boating, and one feature of it 
that transcends all others in danger is the 
thunderstorm. 
----------------— —------------- 
Meteorologists have estimat­ 
ed that there are between 1,800 
and 5,000 thunderstorms occur­ 
ring over the earth’s surface at 
any given moment. A lot of 
them occur over the North 
American continent, and when­ 
ever you are in a boat and see 
one forming, try to avoid it all 
all costs. 
Usually a thunderstorm can 
be, observed while it’s forming, 
and when it does occur the 
danger is fairly well localized. 
So it is possible to avoid them. 
,Jhe small transistor radio 
which has become very popular 
as necessary gear on a boat has 
quite unintentionally become a 
good safety device. 
People who would otherwise 
be. quite oblivious to the obvious 
signs of a summer thunder­ 
storm building up, become con­ 
scious of it by hearing of it on 
the radio. 
The fact that many boatmen 
worry quite a bit about the 
weather is shown in some of the 
questions I’ve been asked al­ 
ready this summer. 
Q. I’ve never beard of any­ 
one being killed by lightning 
in a small boat. Is there a 
danger? 
A. The danger is not great. In 
the 20 years I’ve been interest­ 
ed in boating statistics, I've 
seen four cases of death record­ 
ed. Wind and waves are infi­ 
nitely more dangerous.

Q. What's the best thing to 
do when you are caught out in 
a storm? 
A. Keep your engine or out­ 
board going and head the boat 
into the wind and waves as 
slowly as possible. Wait it out, 
rather than trying to buck it 
and make for shore. If your 
power plant quits, and the 
winds are violent, get every­ 
body to lie down in the boat. 
Keep the center of gravity as 
low as possible. 
Q. Is there a method of 
keeping rain out of your boat? 
A. If you are caught out in a 
thunderstorm that is accompan­ 
ied by violent winds, don’t wor­ 
ry about the rain. It’s not likely 
to swamp your boat if you have 
your bailer handy. In fact, the 
rain tends to quiet the waters. 
However, don’t forget a bailer. 
Q. We were towed by a 
Coast Guard craft which naed 
a very heavy line. An officer 
tied it to our light mooring 
line with a complicated knot 
which is called a towing bend. 
Can you describe it? 
A. A line-towing bend is a 
very useful knot when you have 
to “bend” a thin rope to a thick 
one.

BOATING

The Thunderstorm 
Danger In Boating 


You won’t get much of an argument from 
anybody that weather plays a very big part in the 
enjoyment of boating. But something more impor­ 
tant is that weather is one of the major considera­ 
tions in the safety of boating, and one feature of it 
that transcends all others in danger is the 
thunderstorm. 
-------- —---------------------- 
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Meteorologists have estimat­ 
ed that there are between 1,800 
and 5,000 thunderstorms occur­ 
ring over the earth’s surface at 
any given moment. A lot of 
them occur over the North 
American continent, and when­ 
ever you are in a boat and see 
one forming, try to avoid it all 
all costs. 
Usually a thunderstorm can 
b£ observed while it’s forming, 
and when it does occur the 
danger is fairly well localized. 
So it is possible to avoid them. 
The small transistor radio 
which has become very popular 
as necessary gear on a boat has 
quite unintentionally become a 
good safety device. 
People who would otherwise 
be. quite oblivious to the obvious 
signs of a summer thunder­ 
storm building up, become con­ 
scious of it by hearing of it on 
the radio. 
The fact that many boatmen 
worry quite a bit about the 
weather is shown in some of the 
questions I’ve been asked al­ 
ready this summer. 
Q. I’ve never heard of any­ 
one being killed by lightning 
in a small boat. Is there a 
danger? 
A. The danger is not great. In 
the 20 years I’ve been interest­ 
ed in boating statistics, I've 
seen four cases of death record­ 
ed. Wind and waves are infi­ 
nitely more dangerous. 


A B O X S C O R E 


Q. What’s the best thing to 
do when you are caught out in 
a storm? 
A. Keep your engine or out­ 
board going and head the boat 
into the wind and waves as 
slowly as possible. Wait it out, 
rather than trying to buck it 
and make for shore. If your 
power plant quits, and the 
winds are violent, get every­ 
body to lie down in the boat. 
Keep the center of gravity as 
low as possible. 
Q. Is there a method oI 
keeping rain out of yovr boat? 


A . If you are caught out in a 
thunderstorm that is accompan­ 
ied by violent winds, don’t wor­ 
ry about the rain. It’s not likely 
to swamp your boat if you have 
your bailer handy. In fact, the 
rain tends to quiet the waters. 
However, don’t forget a bailer. 
Q. We were towed by a 
Coast Guard craft which used 
a very heavy line. Aa officer 
tied it to our light mooring 
line with a complicated knot 
which is called a towing bend. 
Can you describe it? 
A. A line-towing bend is a 
very useful knot when you have 
to “bend” a thin rope to a thick 
one.

The plan is among committee 
recommendations for inclusion 
in the health facilities and serv­ 
ices plan at the Bay Area Com­ 
prehensive Health Planning 
Council. 
The proposals call for consoli 
dating services at Marin Gener­ 
al Hospital, Novato General 
Hospital or Kaiser Foundation 
Hospital 
The committee said a hospi­ 
tal needs 2,000 deliveries a year 
to keep up with latest equip­ 
ment and techniques The three 
units combined do not reach 
that figure necessitating consol­ 
idation in one of the three or 
some other facility to provide 
the service, the committee said. 
According to Joan M Ripple, 
executive director of the coun­ 
cil, about 1,000 babies a year 
are delivered at Marin General 
and 250 are delivered at Novato 
General 
Kaiser Foundation 
Hospital will soon open a ma­ 
ternity section at its San Rafael 
facility and currently about 300 
Marin mothers each year have 
their babies in Kaiser’s San 
Francisco hospital 
The other recommendations 
reported involve procedures for 
reclassification of existing facil­ 
ities, additions to such hospitals 
and the coordination of hospital 
em phasis with community 
needs.

services in Marin cannot be 
justified because of the dis­ 
tances involved in routing pa­ 
tients to one facility. 
Wierdsma said his patients 
from the Novato area and Sono­ 
ma County would be handi­ 
capped by the need to seek care 
at one hospital. 
Dr Paul T. Hohe of Marin 
General Hospital countered 
saying the three Marin hospi­ 
tals involved cannot operate at 
full efficiency without the mini­ 
mum of 2,000 deliveries a year. 
Hohe said he did not care which 
hospital would be used but that 
the best possible care at the 
lowest possible expense necessi­ 
tates the consolidation. 
Don Bartsdale, the commit­ 
tee’s chairman, said the com­ 
mittee's recommendation did 
not state which hospital should 
be used, only that consolidation 
is necessary. 
Other recommendations as to 
services for the acutely ill and 
long-term nursing care were 
not questioned at the hearing, 
attended by about 35 persons 
Miss Ripple said the commit­ 
tee had anticipated a larger 
turnout and more vigorous op­ 
position to the recommenda­ 
tions, especially the consolida­ 
tion 
She said the recommenda­ 
tions would be forwarded as 
presented last night to the coun­ 
cil’s board of directors next 
Wednesday. If approved, they 
will be sent to the Bay Area 
Comprehensive Health Plan­ 
ning Council for inclusion in the 
areawide plan. 
She said she anticipates ap­ 
proval by the regional board 
because they have already re­ 
viewed the unapproved draft 
form of the recommendations. 
The final plan is intended for 
use by both the local and re­ 
gional councils in exercising 
review authority in health serv­ 
ices and promoting needed 
changes in health systems.

The proposals call for consoli­ 
dating services at Marin Gener­ 
al Hospital, Novato General 
Hospital or Kaiser Foundation 
Hospital 
The committee said a hospi­ 
tal needs 2.000 deliveries a year 
to keep up with latest equip­ 
ment and techniques. The three 
units combined do not reach 
that figure necessitating consol­ 
idation in one of the three or 
some other facility to provide 
the service, the committee said. 
According to Joan M. Ripple, 
executive director of the coun­ 
cil, about 1,000 babies a year 
are delivered at Marin General 
and 250 are delivered at Novato 
General 
Kaiser Foundation 
Hospital will soon open a ma­ 
ternity section at its San Rafael 
facility and currently about 300 
Marin mothers each year have 
their babies in Kaiser’s San 
Francisco hospital 
The other recommendations 
reported involve procedures for 
reclassification of existing facil­ 
ities, additions to such hospitals 
and the coordination of hospital 
em phasis with community 
needs. 
Dr. John G. Wierdsma of

services in Marin cannot be 
justified because of the dis­ 
tances involved in routing pa­ 
tients to one facility. 
Wierdsma said his patients 
from the Novato area and Sono­ 
ma County would be handi­ 
capped by the need to seek care 
at one hospital. 
Dr Paul T. Hohe of Marin 
General Hospital countered 
saying the three Marin hospi­ 
tals involved cannot operate at 
full efficiency without the mini­ 
mum of 2,000 deliveries a year. 
Hohe sakl he did not care which 
hospital would be used but that 
the best possible care at the 
lowest possible expense necessi­ 
tates the consolidation. 
Don Bartsdale, the commit­ 
tee’s chairman, said the com­ 
mittee’s recommendation did 
not state which hospital should 
be used, only that consolidation 
is necessary. 
Other recommendations as to 
services for the acutely ill and 
long-term nursing care were 
not questioned at the hearing, 
attended by about 35 persons. 
Miss Ripple said the commit­ 
tee had anticipated a larger 
turnout and more vigorous op­ 
position to the recommenda­ 
tions, especially the consolida­ 
tion. 
She said the recommenda­ 
tions would be forwarded as 
presented last night to the coun­ 
cil’s board of directors next 
Wednesday. If approved, they 
will be sent to the Bay Area 
Comprehensive Health Plan­ 
ning Council for inclusion in the 
areawide plan. 
She said she anticipates ap­ 
proval by the regional board 
because they have already re­ 
viewed the unapproved draft 
form of the recommendations.

Wrong House Raids 
Cannot Be Condoned 


News of mistaken narcotics 
raids by federal agents who 
broke into two homes in Col­ 
linsville, Illinois, only to find 
they had raided the wrong 
houses, was disturbing to say 
the least. 
Even more alarming is the 
followup statement last week 
by the head of the now-defunct 
Office for Drug Abuse Law 
Enforcement that there is no 
way the government can guar­ 
antee it won’t happen again. 
Myles J. Ambrose, who head­ 
ed the agency which conducted 
the mistaken raids, is quoted as 
saying: “I don’t know how I 
can tell you that some knuckle­ 
head w ouldn’t go off half- 
cocked in the future, and for 
anybody to tell you that, he’d 
have to be a knucklehead him­ 
self.” 


THE FEDERAL AGENT is 
saying in effect: ‘‘Yep, we did 
barge into the wrong bedroom 
and rousted the wrong couple, 
but shucks, we’ve got a job to 
do. We’ll probably hit wrong 
houses again in the future, but 
John Q. Public will just have to 
bear it because it’s all in a 
day’s work.” 
This is the type of mentality 
that engineered the Watergate 
breakin — the type of reason­ 
ing under which individual 
rights are trampled, privacies

Lincoln Also Faced

printed items began by an anonymous 
Washington correspondent.

The third was an officer and was wound­ 
ed They were the sons of her father’s 
first wife. A full brother, “ George Todd” , 
a surgeon, was also in the Confederate 
Army. There was also Ben Helm, brother 
in law, a West Point graduate. 
The talk of the Southern Woman spy in 
the White House persisted. The Senate 
members of the Committee on the Con­ 
duct of the War had a secret morning 
session in regards to an investigation of 
Mrs. Lincoln. 
Without waiting to be called before the 
Senate Committee, 
the President ap­ 
peared unannounced, standing solitary, 
his hat in his hand, and slowly spoke with 
deep sorrow in his voice — “ I, Abraham 
Lincoln, President of the United States, 
appear of my own volition before this 
committee of the Senate, to say that I, of 
my own knowledge, know that it is untrue 
that any of my family hold treasonable 
communications with the enemy.” 
Having attested this, he went away as 
silent and solitary as he had came. 
Mr. Lincoln tried to ignore the talk of 
impeachment by his enemies. No definite 
steps were set up by the Senate. Howev­ 
er, when Mrs. Lincoln’s name became 
involved, he decided to stop this action at 
once.

Lincoln Also Faced 
Talk Of Impeachment 


During the Civil War, President Lin­ 
coln was sharply denounced by members 
of his own Party (Republican) and many 
of the Democratic Party. During this 
time, the talk of impeachment began. 


In March 1863, the Chicago Times 
printed items began by an anonymous 
Washington correspondent. He was join­ 
ing with shadowy others who wished to 
impeach President Lincoln. Without giv­ 
ing a definite source of information, a 
shred of evidence or a slight clue — 
stating that the President was an outra­ 
geous criminal who should be punished 
by impeachment. 


There was no doubt that President 
Lincoln had many enemies who for dif­ 
ferent reasons wanted him out of the 
White House. 


The chief complaint was that he lacked 
ability and energy, and that he was not 
pushing the War with sufficient vigor. 
There was also talk of Mr. Lincoln's 
inability to conduct the affairs of the 
nation, even in time of peace. 
Representative George Washington Ju­ 
lian set the frame and laid the scene for 
the possible impeachment of Lincoln in a 
speech of 10,000 words, reviewing the 
procession of mistakes of the Presidency. 
Reports and gossip finally heaped spe­ 
cific accusations against Mrs. Lincoln. 
The information was that there was a 
connection with the Union disasters and 
the President’s wife. 
Two of Mrs. Lincoln’s brothers fought 
in the Confederate army and were killed. 
The third was an officer and was wound­ 
ed. They were the sons of her father’s 
first wife. A full brother, "George Todd", 
a surgeon, was also in the Confederate 
Army. There was also Ben Helm, brother 
in law, a West Point graduate 
The talk of the Southern Woman spy in 
the White House persisted. The Senate 
members of the Committee on the Con­ 
duct of the War had a secret morning 
session in regards to an investigation of 
Mrs. Lincoln 
Without waiting to be called before the 
Senate Committee, the President ap­ 
peared unannounced, standing solitary, 
his hat in his hand, and slowly spoke with 
deep sorrow in his voice — “ I, Abraham 
Lincoln, President of the United States, 
appear of my own volition before this 
committee of the Senate, to say that I, of 
my own knowledge, know that it is untrue 
that any of my family hold treasonable 
communications with the enemy." 
Having attested this, he went away as 
silent and solitary as he had came. 
Mr. Lincoln tried to ignore the talk of 
impeachment by his enemies. No definite 
steps were set up by the Senate Howev­ 
er, when Mrs. Lincoln’s name became 
involved, he decided to stop this action at 
once.

WASHINGTON — Sen. Edward Kenne­ 
dy is acting like a candidate, talking like 
a candidate and coming very near to 
admitting openly that he is a candidate 
for the 1976 Democratic presidential nom­ 
ination. 


That’s the practical, appropriate and 
straightforward thing for him to do. 


HE MADE NO mistake in his willing­ 
ness to go to Alabama to deliver the main 
address on the occasion honoring Gov. 
George Wallace as a symbol of the 
“ spirit of Am erica." He knew what he 
was doing — and did it. 
The senator’s action tactfully warned 
other possible Democratic aspirants that 
it might be well for them to stand aside 
until he decides definitely to take the 
plunge. 
Aware that the task of getting elected 
would probably he greater than the task 
of getting nominated, he began to get the 
country accustomed to seeing him as a 
presidential personage. 


FINALLY, AND MOST useful of all, he 
very carefully and deliberately launched 
the political repair job from which other 
Democrats have been shrinking — the 
job of trying to unite the dissident forces 
and dissident ideologies of the Democrat­ 
ic Party which were so badly sundered 
by the McGovern nomination and cam ­ 
paign last year. 
Sen. Kennedy is setting out to produce 
a new Democratic majority — the kind of 
coalition which elected Democratic Presi­ 
dents most of the time for the past 40 
years. Despite the Republican albatross 
of Watergate, this will be essential if any 
Democrat, including Kennedy, is to win 
three years hence. 


THE SENATOR CLEARLY knows 
what he is about. For the welfare of his 
own party and in the interests of his own 
presidential future, he is addressing him­ 
self to the right problem at the right time 
— and none too soon. 
Just as Dwight Eisenhower and Rich­ 
ard Nixon succeeded in holding the Re­ 
publican conservatives and the Republi­ 
can lib erals under th eir pacifying 
leadership, largely because they had no 


other place to go, Senator Kennedy is 
now setting out to do the same for the 
Democratic Party; that is, gather under 
one political tent the scattered dissidents 
— the New Left and the Southern right, 
the civil rights activists and the Wallace 
antisegregationists, big government ad­ 
vocates and the State’s righters. 


SEN. GEORGE McGovern once de­ 
scribed his situation with this wry re­ 
mark: “ I opened the door at the Miami 
convention and most of the Democrats 
walked out." What really happened is 
that the New Left took over the conven­ 
tion and dominated both policy and 
procedure in a way which alienated party 
regulars, many Southern Democrats, la­ 
bor leaders and big city politicians. 
Sen. McGovern had a united party but 
they were very few in number. 
Sen. Kennedy will never make that 
kind of mistake. If he can muster enough 
support, he will avert the developing 
effort by those who were dominant at 
Miami to turn the Democratic Party into 
an ideological arm of the New Left. 


WHAT KENNEDY WANTS and what 
he spoke for in his Alabama speech in 
tribute to Gov. Wallace is a muting of the 
sharp issues which drove so many out of 
the party in 1972. 
He wants to keep the support of the 
blacks without alienating the Wallace 
supporters. He wants his party to stand 
for law and order without alienating the 
more permissive liberals. He speaks for 
“State’s rights," but does not want it 
used to deny equal rights to ethnic 
minorities. He wants lower taxes but he 
also wants the social programs which 
require high taxes. 


OBVIOUSLY, IT IS uncertain whether 
he can moderate his stand and his 
party’s stand sufficiently on these issues 
to unite those with such sharp ideological 
differences into a coalition which will 
hold together. It is certainly not immoral 
or un-American to try because American 
politics is consensus politics. 
If Kennedy can make a solid beginning 
in that effort, he may have the 1976 
nomination nearly in his grasp.

Nixon Energy Program Means 
More Stripping, Devastation 


WASHINGTON — Each new Adminis­ 
tration step into the muddled energy 
situation causes celebration in the board 
rooms of the country’s big coal compa­ 
nies — and dejection in the hills of 
Appalachia and the even more extensive 
coal regions of the West. 
Mr. Nixon not only has pointed the 
nation toward more and more strip 
mining of coal, he has opted for coal- 
conversion techniques which squeeze less 
energy out of each ton of coal, thus 
necessitating even m ore stripping to 
meet the same energy requirements. And 
now, beyond that, his Environmental 
Protection Agency has put the stripping 
operators themselves in charge of assess­ 
ing imported mining procedures that 
might lessen the damage done. 


IN APRIL, the President’s long-await­ 
ed energy message outlined an approach 
to the threatened shortage that would 
concentrate first on the extractive, pollut­ 
ing industries — coal, gas and oil — and 
relax pollution restrictions to make their 
use more attractive to the companies. 
Only years later, after the resulting 
destruction, would the nation turn to 
cleaner, more advanced forms like nucle­ 
ar, thermonuclear, solar and geothermal 
energy.

when Mr. Nixon issued his second long- 
awaited energy message last week, he 
called for greatly increased government 
funds for research. 
The research spending commitment 
was itself a reversal of earlier policy and* 
at first may have sounded like good news 
to Americans who can see beyond their 
air conditioners to the green hills that are 
being destroyed to keep them running. 
However, the added research, on which 
$10 billion is to be spent in the five years 
starting next July, is not to focus mainly 
on advanced sources that bypass extend­ 
ed strip mining. Precisely the contrary. 5 


MAJOR EMPHASIS will go to experi­ 
ments and demonstration plants for con­ 
verting coal into an oil-like liquid fuel, 
and into industriai-quality gas. Either 
liquified or gasified, coal produces at 
least 8 per cent less energy than in its 
onginal solid form. Converting it into 
high-heat gas for home use will produce 
19 per cent less. 
Turning it around, simple arithmetic 
says those techniques will demand the 
ripping up of at least a tenth, at most a 
fourth more acres of American earth to 
produce a megawatt hour of electricity — 
this at a time when the outcry against 
rapacious strip mining is at a peak. 


IN RESPONSE TO that outcry, fed 
eral officials and mining companies are 
at least going through the motions of 
interest in applying “ longwall” mining 
procedures to recover strippable coal. 
In longwall mining, powerful jacks are 
used to hold up a steel shield above the 
m iners as m echanized rippers work 
across the coal vein. Then the jacks are 
removed and the tunnel subsides. In deep 
mining, this procedure is in use because 
it is safer. The professed hope is that it 
also will work to extract coal that lies 
close to the surface and normally would 
be mined by stripping away the hillside. 
Thus in theory the destruction, siltation 
and acid drainage would be decreased 
importantly. 


ENVIRONMENTALISTS FEAR that 
building access roads and cutting the 
longwall entry into the earth would be 
almost as damaging as the usual strip­ 
ping methods, but they are willing — 
even eager — to be shown that the 
technique will spare the coal-rich earth. 
However, the EPA has awarded a 
$280,000 initial grant for a study of the 
longwall method — to the environmental­ 
ists, or to a university or other objective 
research outfit? No To the West Virginia 
Surface Mining and Reclamation Assn., 
which is the strip-operators’ outfit to end 
all stripoperators’ outfits. 


REP. KEN HECHLER and many other 
West Virginians are furious. “ What credi­ 
bility can anyone expect from those 
squarely responsible for ripping up the 
soil, forests and hills, and the polluters of 
our stream s?" asked the crusading con­ 
gressman He added that “ the incredible 
decision of EPA came just one week 
after EPA barred any contracts, grants 
or loans to any air polluters." 
At this writing, the EPA seems to have 
realized its blunder and may appoint a 
broadly based panel to review the strip- 
operators’ study. But that concession will 
not make the slightest waver in the Nixon 
A dm inistration's long-term course to­ 
ward more uses of more coal, which 
means more stripping and destruction of 
the land

Teacher Effectiveness 
Novato Sewer Board 


Is Difficult To Assess 
Bud9et Tops Income

A recent letter from a Los 
Angeles reader of this column 
contained a familiar plaint. 
“ You comment in an early 
June issue that Johnny not only 
cirn’t read, but is not too good 
in math,” wrote reader Jack 
Halliburton. “ I have offered to 
help him in math. Due to lack 
of a teacher’s credential no one 
will let me help Johnny in 
math. It seems entirely against 
the rules, unless I am a ‘volun­ 
teer’ and not only not paid, but 
expected to pay traveling and 
other expense. 


OVER THE YEARS, the writ­ 
er has received quite a few 
such letters. And the credential 
requirements for public school 
teachers have been repeatedly 
questioned, within the teaching 
profession as well as outside of 
it. 
Allen Calvin, chairman of the 
board of Behavioral Research 
Laboratories of Palo Alto, is 
fond of pointing out that his 
brother Melvin, winner of the 
Nobel Prize in chemistry in 
1961, would be barred from 
teaching that subject in Califor­ 
nia high schools for lack of a 
certificate. 
In “ The Miseducation of 
American Teachers,” James D. 
Koemer wrote: “The stony and 
self-defeating 
inflexibility” 
characterizing 
administration 
of teacher licensing laws “ has 
kept large numbers of able 
people out of teaching.” 


SOME REFORM in licensing 
of teachers in California has 
begun this year under the Ryan 
Act, passed in 1970 and modeled 
on proposals worked out by 
Koemer for the State of Massa­ 
chusetts. It created the Califor­ 
nia Commission for Teacher 
Preparation and Licensing, 
with teacher representation, 
and moved emphasis from 
“ methodology" to subject mat­ 
ter courses in teacher prepara­ 
tion It also requires the would- 
be teacher to complete a pre­ 
scribed course in reading in 
struction or pass an equivalent 
examination 
Further reform is sought in 
this year’s Assembly Bill 724. 
by Assemblymen Mike D. Anto­ 
novich, 
R-Glendale, and Bill 
Lancaster, R-Covina This calls 
on the licensing commission to 
prepare examinations for sin­ 
gle-subject credentials in histo­ 
ry dnd government, two fields 
in which the quality of instruc­ 
tion has been criticized.

NONE OF THIS, however, 
gets to another problem which 
reader Halliburton, who does 
private tutoring, cited in his 
letter 
“A teacher can be a bum one 
for years and no one seems to 
care,” he wrote. “ But a tutor 
goes to bat each time. A poor 
tutor does not get the same 
customer time and 
time 
again.” 
This gets to the heart of the 
problem. No matter how many 
college courses a person com­ 
pletes, no matter how many 
examinations he passes, his 
ability to teach can be proved 
only in his own classroom. And 
under present tenure laws, 
there is no way either to deter­ 
mine it or do anything about it. 


ASSEMBLYMAN JOHN Stull. 
R-Encinitas, sought to do some­ 
thing about that with his bill 
which became the Stull-Rodda 
Act two years ago. As Stull 
wrote it, the bill called for 
biennial evaluation of a teach­ 
er's performance, with provi­ 
sion that he could be put on 
probation if it were found to be 
marginal. 
The bill, however, did not 
specify how the teacher was to 
be evaluated nor by whom 
Teacher unions, administrators 
and school boards are still ar­ 
guing over that. Evaluation 
procedures in many districts 
have become so complex that 
they have required hiring extra 
people, and have taken much 
time of teachers and adminis­ 
trators away from the job of 
teaching school. Moreover, as 
the bill finally passed it made 
no provision for either firing a 
teacher or putting him on pro­ 
bation for poor evaluation, so 
the process becomes an expen­ 
sive exercise in futility. 


THE PROBLEM IS a compli­ 
cated one. As it stands, a teach­ 
er can, as reader Halliburton 
put it, “ be a bum one for 
years” — and whether anyone 
cares make little difference, for 
he continues to teach under his 
lifetime contract. 
One suggestion that has been 
backed by local Leagues of 
Women Voters is for re-licen- 
sing every few years, with the 
teacher required to pass an 
examination each time to show 
he has kept up in his subjects. 
Even that, however, would not 
show how well he teaches them. 
Only the performance of his 
students shows that.

A proposed $469,190 operating 
budget for 1973-74, exceeding 
revenue estimates by about 
$79,000, was presented Monday 
night to the Novato Sanitary 
District Board. 


Dist. Mgr. Charles A, Joseph, 
noting state law limits the dis­ 
trict tax rate to this year's 33 
cents per $100 assessed valua­

Teacher Effectiveness 
Novato Sewer Board 


Is Difficult To Assess 
Bud9et ToPs lncome

A recent letter from a Los 
Angeles reader of this column 
contained a familiar plaint. 
“ You comment in an early 
June issue that Johnny not only 
c&n’t read, but is not too good 
in math,” wrote reader Jack 
Halliburton. “ I have offered to 
help him in math. Due to lack 
of a teacher’s credential no one 
will let me help Johnny in 
math. It seems entirely against 
the rules, unless I am a ‘volun­ 
teer’ and not only not paid, but 
expected to pay traveling and 
other expense. 


O VER THE YEARS, the writ 
er has received quite a few 
such letters. And the credential 
requirements for public school 
teachers have been repeatedly 
questioned, within the teaching 
profession as well as outside of 
it. 
Allen Calvin, chairman of the 
board of Behavioral Research 
Laboratories of Palo Alto, is 
" fond of pointing out that his 
brother Melvin, winner of the 
Nobel Prize in chemistry in 
1961, would be barred from 
teaching that subject in Califor­ 
nia high schools for lack of a 
certificate. 
In “ The Miseducation of 
American Teachers,” James D. 
Koemer wrote: “ The stony and 
self-defeating 
inflexibility” 
characterizing 
administration 
of teacher licensing laws “ has 
kept large numbers of able 
people out of teaching.” 


SOME REFO RM in licensing 
of teachers in California has 
begun this year under the Ryan 
Act, passed in 1970 and modeled 
on proposals worked out by 
Koemer for the State of Massa­ 
chusetts. It created the Califor­ 
nia Commission for Teacher 
Preparation and Licensing, 
with teacher representation. 
and 
moved emphasis from 
“ methodology” to subject mat­ 
ter courses in teacher prepara­ 
tion. It also requires the would- 
be teacher to complete a pre­ 
scribed course in reading in 
struction or pass an equivalent 
examination. 
Further reform is sought in 
this year's Assembly Bill 724, 
by Assemblymen Mike D Anto­ 
novich, 
R-Glendale, and Bill 
Lancaster, R-Covina. This calls 
on the licensing commission to 
prepare examinations for sin­ 
gle-subject credentials in histo­ 
ry and government, two fields 
in which the quality of instruc­ 
tion has been criticized.

NONE OF THIS, however, 
gets to another problem which 
reader Halliburton, who does 
private tutoring, cited in his 
letter. 
“ A teacher can be a bum one 
for years and no one seems to 
care,” he wrote. “ But a tutor 
goes to bat each time. A poor 
tutor does not get the same 
customer 
time 
and 
time 
again.” 
This gets to the heart of the 
problem. No matter how many 
college courses a person com­ 
pletes, no matter how many 
examinations he passes, his 
ability to teach can be proved 
only in his own classroom. And 
under present tenure laws, 
there is no way either to deter­ 
mine it or do anything about it. 


ASSEM BLYM AN JOHN Stull. 
R-Encinitas, sought to do some­ 
thing about that with his bill 
which became the StuU-Rodda 
Act two years ago. As Stull 
wrote it, the bill called for 
biennial evaluation of a teach­ 
er's performance, with provi­ 
sion that he could be put on 
probation if it were found to be 
marginal. 
The bill, however, did not 
specify how the teacher was to 
be evaluated nor by whom. 
Teacher unions, administrators 
and school boards are still ar­ 
guing over that. Evaluation 
procedures in many districts 
have become so complex that 
they have required hiring extra 
people, and have taken much 
time of teachers and adminis­ 
trators away from the job of 
teaching school. Moreover, as 
the bill finally passed it made 
no provision for either firing a 
teacher or putting him on pro­ 
bation for poor evaluation; so 
the process becomes an expen­ 
sive exercise in futility. 


THE PRO BLEM IS a compli­ 
cated one. As it stands, a teach­ 
er can, as reader Halliburton 
put it, “ be a bum one for 
years” — and whether anyone 
cares make little difference, for 
he continues to teach under his 
lifetime contract. 
One suggestion that has been 
backed by local Leagues of 
Women Voters is for re-licen­ 
sing every few years, with the 
teacher required to pass an 
examination each time to show 
he has kept up in his subjects. 
Even that, however, would not 
show how well he teaches them 
Only the performance of his 
students shows that.
